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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons set forth in the office action mailed 
12-5-01. As cited previously, applicant argues that Strelkov does not teach that inhibition of prostaglandin production, but merely presents 
hypotheses and possible pathways. Applicant should note that the prior art need not explicitly teach applicant's invention, only provide a 
reasonable expectation of success. As such, the data presented by Strelkov in summation on p. C267 as well as tables 1-4 demonstrating 
weight gain in the presence of a prostaglandin inhibitor clearly show a nexus between the inhibition of prostaglandins and a decrease in 
muscle wasting or cachexia. 

With regards to the unexpected results, the compounds of tables 3-5 are not the diphenylpyrrole compounds of the instant claims; 
moreover, assuming arguendo that the results from these compounds are to be interpreted for those of Formulae I and 11, the result is still 
that of weight gain which was reasonably expected by the teachings of the prior art; . 
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
